I. — Meetings  of  the  Genekal  Council. 


1.  Unless,  for  reasons  of  public  emergency,  the  Pkesident 
shall  otherwise  direct,  the  General  Council  shall  meet  every 
year  for  General  Business  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  May— save 
when  this  day  is  Whit-Tuesday,  in  which  case  the  meeting  shall 
take  place  on  the  following  Tuesday — and,  if  necessary,  again  on 
the  fourth  Tuesday  in  November  ;  but,  as  provided  by  Section  IX 
of  the  Medical  Act  (1858),  Meetings  of  the  Council  may  be 
called  at  other  times  by  direction  of  the  President,  or  on  a 
written  requisition  signed  by  eight  Members  of  the  Council 
and  addressed  to  the  President.— (1887 :  XXIV,  271,  272  ; 
1893 :  XXX,  48.) 

2.  All  Meetings  of  the  General  Council  shall  be  sum- 
moned by  the  General  Registrar,  by  letter  addressed  to  each 
Member,  and  sent  by  hand  or  through  the  Post. — (1858  :  I,  21 ; 
1887 :  XXIV,  290.) 

3.  The  summons  convening  any  Meeting  shall  declare  the 
purpose  of  the  Meeting,  whether  for  General  Business  or  for 
any  (named)  Special  Business,  and,  at  any  Meeting  which  is  for 
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Chaps.  I,  II :  Meetings  of  the  General  Council ;  Appointment  of  Members. 

Special  Business,  no  business  shall  be  entered  on  further  than 
such  as  has  been  named  in  the  summons,  unless  the  Council  by 
resolution  agree  to  consider  such  business. — (1887  :  XXIV,  290.) 

4.  Previously  to  any  Meeting  of  the  Genebal  CounciIi,  the 
Geneeal  Registrae  shall,  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Business- 
Committee,  prepare  a  Provisional  Progravime  of  Business,  and 
shall  furnish  a  copy  thereof  to  each  Member  of  the  Council, 
not  less  than  three  days  before  the  day  of  Meeting ;  and  at  the 
same  time  forward  to  all  Members  of  Council  copies  of  the 
documents  and  evidence  as  furnished  by  the  Council's  Solicitoe, 
in  the  penal  cases  to  be  brought  before  the  Council  during  the 
Session.— (1861 :  II,  4  ;  1881 :  XVIII,  162  ;  1896  :  XXXIII,  68.) 

5.  Any  Notice  of  Motion  to  be  inserted  in  the  Programme  of 
Btisiness  for  the  first  day  of  the  Session  must  be  sent  to  the 
General  Registrar  at  least  six  clear  days  before  the  beginning 
of  the  Session.— (1881 :  XVIII,  152.) 


II. — Appointment  of  Members  of  the  Council. 


1.  A  book  shall  be  kept,  containing  the  names  of  the  Members 
of  the  Council,  the  Bodies  they  represent,  the  date  of  Appoint- 
ment of  each  Member,  the  term  for  which  he  was  appointed,  and 
the  date  of  the  death  or  retirement  of  each  Member ;  and  such 
book  shall  be  regularly  kept  up,  so  as  to  show  the  period  at  which 
each  of  the  Bodies  that  has  power  to  appoint  should  proceed 
to  a  new  Appointment ;  and  the  same  particulars  shall  also  be 
observed  with  regard  to  Members  appointed  by  the  Crown,  and 
also  with  regard  to  the  Direct  Representatives  elected  in  the 
three  divisions  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

2.  Two  months  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  any 
existing  Appointment,  the  Registrar  shall  draw  the  attention  of 
the  Appointing  Authority  to  the  vacancy  that  will  arise,  in  order 
that  such  new  Appointment  may  be  made  to  take  effect  from  the 
day  on  which  the  corresponding  old  Appointment  will  expire ; 
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Chspi.  II,  III :  Appointment  of  Members ;  Introduction  of  New  Members. 

and,  in  the  case  of  the  several  Medical  Authorities,  a  form  for 
the  Appointment  shall  also  be  sent  as  follows  : — 

We,  the  ,  in  pursuance  of  the  power  given  to  tis  by 

the  Medical  Act  (1886),  do  hereby  appoint  to  be  a 

Member  of  the  General  Council  of  Medical  Education  and 

Begistration  of  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  term  of

III. — FOBMS  TO  BE  ObSEBVED  ON  THE  InTBODUCTION  OF 

New  Membebs  op  the  Council. 


1.  On  the  resignation,  death  or  lapse  of  Appointment  of  any 
Member  of  the  Genebal  Council,  the  Pbesident  shall  cause 
notice  thereof  to  be  sent  to  the  Registbab  of  the  Bbanch 
Council  to  -which  such  Member  belongs. 

2.  In  the  case  of  a  Direct  Eepresentative,  the  proceedings  as 
laid  down  in  Paragraph  3  of  Section  8  of  the  Medical  Act  (1886) 
are  as  follows  : — 

The  Pbesident  of  the  Genebal  Council,  or  any  other 
person  whom  the  Geneeal  Council  may  from  time  to  time 
appoint,  shall  be  the  Returning  Officer  for  the  purpose  of 
elections  of  Direct  Representatives,  and  such  Returning 
Officer  shall,  some  time  not  less  than  six  weeks  nor  more 
than  two  months  before  the  day  on  which  the  term  of  office 
of  any  such  Representative  will  expire,  and  as  soon  as  con- 
veniently may  be  after  the  occurrence  of  any  vacancy  arising 
from  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  such  Representative, 
issue  his  precept  to  the  Bbanch  Council  for  that  part  of 
the  United  Kingdom  in  which  such  Representative  was 
elected,  requiring  the  said  Bbanch  Council  to  cause  a 
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Representative  to  be  elected  by  the  resident  medical  prac- 
titioners resident  in  that  part  of  the  U  nited  Khigdom  within 
twenty-one  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  precept  of  the 
Returning  Omcer— [Medical  Act  (1886).] 

3.  On  receiving  official  notice  of  the  election  or  nomination 
of  a  Member,  the  President  shall  announce  the  same  to  the 
Registbak  of  the  Branch  Council  to  which  that  Member 
belongs  ;  whereupon  the  person  so  elected  or  nominated  shall  be 
summoned  by  such  Registrar  to  the  first  Meeting  of  the 
Branch  Council  to  be  held  after  such  announcement,  and 
before  the  new  Member  presents  himself  at  such  Meeting  the 
notification  of  his  election  or  nomination  shall  be  read,  and  he 
shall  then  be  introduced  to  the  Meetuag  by  some  Member  of  the 
Branch  Council.— (1860 :  I,  154.) 

4.  The  same  forms  shall  be  observed  when  Members  take 
their  seat  for  the  first  time  in  the  General  Council. — (1860 : 
1,  154.) 


IV. — Order  op  Business  of  the  General  Council. 


1.  The  Council  shall  meet  each  day  at  2  o'clock  p.m.,  and 
shall  not  sit  after  6  p.m.— (1859 :  I,  30.) 

2.  When  a  Meeting  takes  place  on  Saturday,  the  Council 
shall  meet  at  1  p.m.,  and  shall  not  sit  after  4  p.m. — (1866:  IV,  8.) 

3.  When  the  President  has  taken  the  Chair,  the  roll  shall 
be  called,  and  any  Member  not  present  before  the  Minutes  of  the 
previous  Meeting  are  confirmed,  shall  be  deemed  absent. 

*^,*  As  provided  by  Section  IX  of  the  Medical  Act  (1858), 
eight  Members,  including  the  PBESIDENT,  constitute  a 
quorum. 

4.  No  Member,  after  taking  his  place,  shall  leave  the  Meeting 
without  permission  from  the  President.— (1861 :  II,  8.) 
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Chap.  IV:  Order  of  Business. 

5.  The  President  shall  be  a  Member  of  all  Committees  of 
the  General  Council. — (1861 :  II,  7.) 

By  Section  6  of  the  Medical  Act  (1858),  the  PHESIDENT 
is  an  ex-offlcio  Member  of  each  of  the  BRANCH  COUNCILS. 

6.  No  Report  from  any  Committee  of  the  Council  shall 
appear  iu  the  Minutes  until  it  has  first  been  printed  in  the  Pro- 
gramma  of  Business.— IV,  299.) 

7.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Meeting  in  May,  or  of  the  substi- 
tuted Spring  Meeting,  the  Council  shall  appoint  a  Business- 
Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  the  daily  Programme 
of  Business,  containing  subjects  to  be  brought  forward  and  Notices 
of  Motions  given  by  Members  ;  and  this  Programme  shall  be  pre- 
pared, printed,  and  distributed  from  day  to  day,  as  required. — 
(1861 :  II,  5.) 

8.  The  Business-Committee  shall  continue  in  office  for  a 
period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  its  appointment,  or,  if  the 
Council  be  not  sitting  at  the  time  when  the  year  expires,  until 
the  first  day  of  the  next  Meeting  of  the  Council. 

9.  Should  there  occur,  during  the  recess,  any  vacancy  in  the 
Business-Committee,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  em- 
powered to  fill  up  such  vacancy. — (1881 :  XVIII,  152.) 

10.  All  Motions  and  Amendments  shall  be  in  writing,  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Mover  and  Seconder,  and,  before  they  are  spoken 
to  by  other  Members,  shall  be  read  from  the  Chair  or  by  the 
Registrar  under  the  authority  of  the  Chair.  All  formal 
Amendments  shall  be  framed  so  that  they  may  be  read  as  inde- 
pendent Motions.— (1861 :  11,6;  1887:  XXIV,  290.) 

11.  Any  Motion  standing  over  from  the  previous  day  shall 
take  precedence  of  new  matter,  unless  the  Council  otherwise 
determine.— (1859 :  I,  43.) 

12.  No  Motion  or  Amendment  shall  be  withdrawn  after 
having  been  read  from  the  Chair  or  by  the  authority  of  the  Chair, 
unless  by  permission  of  the  Council.— (1861 ;  H,  5.) 
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Chap.  IV :  Order  of  Busineis. 

13.  The  Seconder  of  a  Motion  or  of  an  Amendment  may 
reserve  his  speech  to  any  period  of  the  Debate ;  but  only  the 
Proposer  has  the  right  of  final  reply.— (1864 :  III,  17 ;  1890  : 
XXVII,  193.) 

14.  If  an  Amendment  be  proposed,  it  shall  be  disposed  of 
before  any  other  Amendment  is  moved. 

15.  The  Amendment  shall  first  be  put  to  the  vote  ;  and  if  it 
be  negatived,  a  second  Amendment  may  be  moved,  and  shaU  be 
disposed  of  in  the  same  way  as  the  first  Amendment ;  and  so  on, 
until  no  further  Amendment  is  proposed. 

16.  Should  every  Amendment  be  negatived,  the  original 
Motion  shall  then  be  put  to  the  vote. 

17.  If  any  Amendment  be  carried,  it  shall  then  be  regarded 
as  a  substantive  Motion,  and  treated,  as  to  further  Amendments 
and  the  right  of  speaking  on  it  in  reply,  and  in  all  other  respects, 
as  an  original  Motion.— (1864 :  III,  18.) 

18.  In  all  cases  where  a  division  has  taken  place,  any  Member 
of  the  CouNCiri  may  require  that  the  names  or  the  numbers, 
or  both  the  names  and  the  numbers,  of  the  majority,  of  the 
minority,  of  those  who  decline  to  vote,  and  of  those  who  are 
absent,  be  entered  in  the  Minutes. — (1864:  III,  79.) 

19.  When  a  Motion  is  under  debate,  no  further  proposal  shall 
be  received  except  one  of  the  following  : — 

(i)  An  Amendment,  namely,  "  That  the  Motion  be 
amended  as  follows.  .  .  ." 

(ii)  The  Postponement  of  the  question,  namely,  "  That 
the  consideration  of  the  Motion  be  postponed." 

(iii)  The  Adjournment  of  the  debate,  namely,  "  That 
the  debate  on  the  Motion  be  now  adjourned." 

(iv)  The  Adjournment  of  the  Council,  namely,  "That 
the  Council  do  now  adjourn," 

(v)  The  Closure  of  the  debate,  namely,  "  That  the 
Council  do  now  proceed  to  vote  on  the  Motion." 

(vi)  The  Previous  Question  as  to  the  Motion,  namely, 
"  That  the  Council,  instead  of  proceeding  to  deal  with  the 
Motion,  do  pass  to  the  next  item  on  the  Programvie  of 
Business." 


STANDING  0KDEB8. 
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Chap.  IV:  Order  of  BusinesB. 

20.  When  an  Amendment  is  under  debate,  no  further  pro- 
posal shall  be  received  except  one  of  the  following  : — 

(i)  The  Adjournment  of  the  debate  on  the  Amendment, 
namely,  "  That  the  debate  on  the  Amendment  be  now  ad- 
journed." 

(ii)  The  Adjournment  of  the  Council,  namely,  "  That 
the  Council  do  now  adjourn." 

(iii)  The  Closure  of  the  debate  on  the  Amendment, 
namely,  "  That  the  Council  do  now  proceed  to  vote  on  the 
Amendment." 

(iv)  The  Previous  Question  as  to  the  Amendment, 
namely,  "  That  the  Council,  instead  of  proceeding  to  deal 
with  the  Amendment,  do  resume  the  debate  on  the  Motion 
originally  proposed." 

21.  The  proposal  for  the  Postponement  of  the  question  may 
specify  a  date  for  the  further  consideration  of  the  question,  or 
be  made  sine  die. 

22.  If  the  proposal  for  the  Adjournment  of  the  debate 
be  carried,  the  Council  shall  pass  to  the  next  item  on  the 
Programme  of  Business,  and  the  debate  shall  be  resumed  at  the 
next  ordinary  meeting  of  the  Council,  The  proposer  of  the 
Adjournment  shall,  on  the  resumption  of  the  debate,  be  entitled 
to  speak  first. 

23.  If  the  proposal  for  the  Adjournment  of  the  Council  be 
carried,  the  question  under  debate  shall  be  dropped  from  the 
Programme  of  Business. 

24.  On  the  proposal  for  the  Adjournment  of  the  Council 
being  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Pkesi- 
DENT  or  Chairman,  before  putting  the  question,  to  take  the 
opinion  of  the  Council  as  to  whether  it  will,  before  rising, 
proceed  to  the  transaction  of  unopposed  business. 

25.  The  proposal  for  the  Closure  shall  be  made  and  seconded 
without  debate,  and  shall,  unless  the  Pbesident  or  Chaikman 
shall  rule  otherwise,  be  put  forthwith.  Should  the  proposal  be 
carried,  the  Motion  or  Amendment  under  debate  shall  be  at  once 
voted  on  by  the  Council. 

26.  The  proposal  for  the  Previous  Question  shall  be  made 
and  seconded  without  debate,  and  shall  be  put  forthwith.  Should 
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the  proposal  be  carried,  the  Motion  or  Amendment  to  which  it 
appUes  shall  be  dropped  from  the  Programme  of  Business. 


V. — Minutes  op  the  Councils. 


1.  The  proceedings  of  the  Meetings  of  the  Geneeal  Council 
shall  be  preserved  in  the  form  of  printed  Minutes,  authenticated, 
after  confirmation,  by  the  signature  of  the  President. — (1869: 
VII,  11.) 

2.  The  Minutes  of  each  Meeting  from  day  to  day  shall  be 
printed  in  octavo,  marked  "Confidential  "  until  confirmed,  and 
sent  to  each  Member.— (1858  :  I,  8.) 

3.  The  Mimites  of  each  Meeting  shall  contain  such  Motions 
and  Amendments  as  have  been  proposed  and  adopted,  or  nega- 
tived, with  the  names  of  the  Proposer  and  Seconder,  but  without 
any  comment  or  observation  of  Members  annexed  thereto.— 
(1858 :  I,  6.) 

4.  The  Minutes  shall  be  taken  as  read,  provided  that  any 
Member  may  move  that  a  certain  Mimtte  should  be  read  with  a 
view  to  such  correction  therein  or  addition  thereto  as  may  be 
found  to  be  necessary.— (1908 :  XLV,  114.) 

6.  When  a  new  or  amended  Begulation  is  adopted  by  the 
Council  a  formal  statement  shall  be  placed  on  the  Minutes  as  to 
the  effect  of  the  new  or  amended  Regulation  upon  previous 
Regulations  on  the  same  subject. — (1904  :  XLI,  149.) 

6.  After  the  close  of  any  Session  of  the  General  Council, 
except  that  held  in  November,  a  complete  copy  of  the  confirmed 
Minutes  of  such  Session  shall  be  sent  to  each  Member. — (1858  : 
I,  23;  1903:  XL,  81.) 

7.  The  Minutes  of  the  Meetings  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  of  the  Branch  Councils  shall  be  printed  uniformly 
with  those  of  the  General  Council,  and  a  copy  of  each  number 
of  these,  marked  "  Confidential  "  until  confirmed,  shall  be  sent 
to  every  member  of  the  General  Council,  and  to  each  of  the 
Licensing  Bodies.— (1858 :  I,  22.) 
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8.  The  daily  Mimites  of  the  Genebal  Council,  after  final 
revision,  shall  be  kept  in  type,  in  order  that,  as  soon  as  convenient 
after  the  Session,  they  may  be  made  up  in  sheets,  and  consecutively 
paged  for  insertion  in  the  yearly  volume. — (1969  :  VII,  12.) 

9.  All  Mimites  of  Branch  Councils  and  Committees  shall 
be  set  up  in  such  size  and  type  as  will  admit  of  their  being 
bound  up  with  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Council  ;  and  of 
such  MimLtes  a  number  sufficient  for  each  partial  or  complete 
issue  of  the  General  Volumes  of  Mimites  shall  be  supplied  by 
the  Branch  Councils.— (1869 :  VII,  11.) 

10.  While  the  General  Council  is  sitting,  the  Business- 
Committee  shall,  by  its  Chairman,  give  directions  each  day 
regarding  the  Programme  of  Bicsiness,  so  as  to  avoid  unneces- 
sary repetition  of  Reports,  and  other  documents  of  considerable 
length,  in  more  than  one  Programme. 

11.  When  printed  matter  contained  in  any  Programme  is 
likely  to  be  required  for  the  Minutes,  it  shall  be  kept  in  type  till 
it  has  been  printed  in  the  ilfmzties.— (1869 :  VII,  12.) 

12.  Two  hundred  copies  of  the  yearly  volume  of  Mimites 
shall  be  printed.— (1903  :  XL,  81.) 


VI. — Finance. 


1.  The  Treasurers  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the 
Finance-Committee.  The  duty  of  this  Committee  shall  be  to 
report  to  the  General  Council  on  the  Income  and  Expenditure 
of  the  preceding  year,  and  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  Council 
to  such  matters  as  seem  deserving  of  notice.— (1887 :  XXIV,  290.) 

2.  The  Annual  Accounts  shall  be  made  up  by  Professional 
Auditors,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  the  Auditors  shall  compute  the  percentage  rate  chargeable 
against  each  Branch  Council.— (1859 :  I,  71.) 

B.  Immediately  after  the  first  of  January  in  each  year  the 
Treasurers  of  the  Branch  Councils  shall  make  their  returns 
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to  the  Executive  Committee  ;  and,  as  soon  as  possible  there- 
after, a  computation  shall  be  made  of  the  percentage  rate  and 
the  amount  payable  by  the  Branch  Councils  to  the  General 
Council's  expenses,  pursuant  to  Section  XIII  of  the  Medical 
Act  (1858) ;  and  the  Accounts  of  the  General  and  Branch 
Councils  shall  be  examined  by  the  Professional  Auditors,  pre- 
viously to  their  being  laid  before  Parliament  in  the  month  of 
March,  in  accordance  with  Section  XLIV  of  the  Medical  Act 
(1858).— (1858 :  I,  17.) 

4.  In  striking  the  annual  percentage  rate,  in  accordance  with 
Section  XIII  of  the  Medical  Act  (1858),  the  words  "  all  moneys 
received"  shall  be  understood  to  mean  all  income  received  by 
the  respective  Branch  Councils,  from  whatever  sources  de- 
rived.—(1860  :  I,  151.) 


VII. — Executive  Committee. 


1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  Eight  Mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  exclusive  of  the  President,  and  of  the 
eight  Members  to  be  elected,  four  shall  be  chosen  from  the 
English,  two  from  the  Scotch,  and  two  from  the  Irish  Branch 
Council.— (1887 :  XXIV,  272  and  278.) 

2.  The  Members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
elected  by  Ballot,  by  means  of  Marked  Lists,  at  the  May  Meet- 
ing of  the  Council,  or  at  the  Meeting  substituted  therefor. — 
(1864 :  III,  19.) 

3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall,  as  a  rule,  hold  Four 
Meetings  in  the  year.  These  stated  Meetings  of  the  Committee 
shall  be  on  the  Monday  before  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  the  mouths 
of  February,  May— unless  this  day  be  Whit-Monday,  in  which 
case  the  meeting  shall  take  place  on  the  following  Monday — 
July,  and  November ;  but,  if  the  date  of  holding  the  Spring 
Meeting  of  the  Council  be  changed,  then  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  be  summoned  for  the  day  previous  to  such  Meeting, 
instead  of  for  the  prescribed  day  in  May.— (1887  :  XXIV,  272  ; 
1893:  XXX,  48.) 


It 
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4.  For  a  Meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Five  Mem- 
bers, including  the  President  or  Chairman,  shall  be  a  quorum. 
—(1887 :  XXIV,  272.) 

5.  Should  there  occur,  during  the  recess,  any  vacancy  in  the 
Executive  Committee,  they  shall  be  empowered  to  fill  up  such 
vacancy,  except  in  cases  where  a  summons  has  been  issued  for  a 
Meeting  of  the  General  Council,  when  the  Council  itself 
shall  elect.— (1860  :  1,156;  1889:  XXVI,  160.) 

6.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  keep  Minutes  of  their 
proceedings,  and  these  Minutes  shall  be  printed,  and  circulated 
among  the  Members  of  the  Council. — (1859  :  I,  72  ;  1869  : 
VII,  11.) 

7.  In  case  of  the  death  of  the  General  Registrar,  or  his 
incapacity  from  illness,  when  the  General  Council  is  not  in 
Session,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint  a  person  to 
perform  temporarily  the  duties  of  Eecistrar.— (1865  :  III,  807.) 

8.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  superintend  the  publi- 
cation of  the  Medical  Register,  and  shall  print  therein  annually 
a  statement  of  the  distribution  of  the  copies  of  the  Begister,  as 
approved  by  the  Government.— (1858  :  I,  21 ;  1863  :  II,  204.) 

9.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  cause  1,000  copies  of 
the  Medical  Begister  to  be  ordered  each  year. — (1903 :  XL,  81.) 

10.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consider  and  prepare 
Reports  upon  any  subjects,  not  already  delegated  to  a  Standing 
Committee,  that  may  seem  to  require  the  attention  of  the 
General  Council,  and  such  Reports  shall  be  printed  and 
circulated  among  the  Members  of  the  General  Council  a  week 
at  least  before  the  Meeting  of , the  Council.— (1867  :  V,  179.)

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Committee,  which  shall  consider  and  report  on  all  matters  con- 
nected with  Professional  Examinations,  and  with  the  Inspection 
and  Visitation  of  these  Examinations*  ;  the  third  to  be  termed 
the  Public  Health  Committee,  which  shall  consider  and  report 
on- all  matters  connected  with  the  courses  of  Study  and  Examina- 
tion for  Diplomas  in  Public  Health  and  State  Medicine  ;  the 
fourth  to  be  termed  the  Dental  Education  and  Examination 
Committee,  which  shall  consider  and  report  all  matters  connected 
with  Professional  Dental  Examinations,  and  with  the  Inspection 
and  Visitation  of  these  Examinations  ;  the  fifth  to  be  termed  the 
Students'  Eegistration  Committee,  to  consider  and  report 
upon  all  doubtful  cases  for  registration  which  may  be  referred  by 
the  several  Rbgistears.— (1887:  XXIV,  272;  1895  :  XXXII,  80.)

2.  The  Education-Committee,  the  Examination-Commit- 
tee, and  the  Public  Health  Committee  shall  each  consist  of 
nine  Members,  three  from  each  Division  of  the  Kingdom,  with 
power  to  appoint  a  Chairman  and  Sub-Committees.  The 
Students'  Eegisteation  Committee  and  the  Dental  Educa- 
tion AND  Examination  Committee,  shall  each  consist  of  six 
Members,  two  from  each  Division  of  the  Kingdom.  These 
Committees  shall  prepare  Reports  on  such  subjects  as  may  be 
indicated  to  them  by  the  Council  at  its  sittings,  or  by  the 
Pkesident  at  other  times.

1.  The  Dental  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Members, 
of  whom  three  shall  form  a  quorum,  in  accordance  with  Section 
15  of  the  Dentists  Act  (1878).  These  Members  shall  be  the 
President,  who  shall,  when  present,  be  Chairman,  two  Members 
of  the  English  Branch  Council,  one  Member  of  the  Scottish

2.  The  Meetings  of  the  Committee  may  be  summoned  by 
the  Chairman,  or  on  the  request  of  any  three  Members  of  the 
Committee. 

3.  The  summonses  to  the  Committee  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
addressed  by  the  General  Registrar  to  each  Member  of  the 
Committee,  and,  as  a  rule,  a  week's  notice  shall  be  given,  though 
this  may  be  dispensed  with  if  urgency  should  so  require. 

4.  Any  question  that  comes  before  the  Committee  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  of  the  Members  present ;  and  in  case  of  an 
equality  of  votes,  the  Chairman  shall  have  a  second  or  deciding 
vote. 
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5.  The  proceedings  of  the  Meetings  of  the  Committee  shall 
be  preserved  in  the  form  of  printed  Minutes,  authenticated,  after 
confirmation,  by  the  signature  of  the  Chairman  in  the  presence 
of  the  Committee.— (1879  :  XVI,  346.) 

6.  The  Fees  for  attendance  at  Meetings  of  the  Dental  Com- 
mittee shall  be  the  same  as  those  for  attendance  at  Meetings  of 
the  Executive  Committee.— (1879  :  XVI,  188.)

Guineas  a  day,  for  each  Member  attending,  his  travelling  and 
hotel  expenses  being  also  paid.

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9,  Fees  for  Meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  of 
Branch  Councils  shall  not  be  payable  when  such  Meetings  are 
held  on  days  on  which  the  General  Council  is  sitting.

10,  Members  of  the  General  Council  who  do  not  reside 
in  London  shall  be  paid  hotel  expenses  for  every  Sunday  while 
they  are  in  London  on  the  business  of  the  Council.

10.  No  apphcation  for  a  duplicate  Certificate  of  Original 
Registration  in  the  Medical  or  Dentists'  Begister  shall  be  enter- 
tained unless  it  be  accompanied  by  a  Statutory  Declaration 
made  by  the  applicant  setting  forth  the  facts  of  the  case,  and 
stating  that  he  is  the  person  originally  registered,  and  the 
application  be  also  supported  by  such  evidence  of  the  identity 
of  the  applicant  as  the  Registrar  may  deem  sufficient. 

11.  Every  application  by  a  Registered  Medical  Practitioner 
or  Dentist  for  the  removal  of  his  name  at  his  own  request  from 
the  Medical  or  Dentists'  Begister  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
Statutory  Declaration,  to  be  made  by  the  applicant,  that  he  is 
not  aware  of  any  proceedings  or  of  any  reason  for  the  institution 
of  any  proceedings  which  might  result  in  establishing  cause 
for  the  erasure  of  his  name  from  the  Medical  or  Dentists' 
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Begister  without  his  consent,  or  for  depriving  him  without  his 
consent  of  any  qualification  or  licence  entitling  him  to  be 
registered.— (1909  :  XLVI,  46-47.) 

Every  such  appUcation  shall,  in  the  first  instance,  be  referred 
by  the  Branch  Registbak  to  the  Medical  Authorities  who 
granted  the  applicant  his  Qualification  or  Qualifications,  to 
ascertain  whether  there  is  any  valid  objection  to  such  removal. 

The  General  Registeab  shall  bring  such  application  before 
the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Council  or  Executive  Com- 
mittee, who  will  consider  the  application  and  any  objections 
thereto,  and  the  President  may  put  from  the  Chair  the  question 
Whether  the  Registrar  shall  erase  the  applicant's  name 
from  the  Medical  Begister. 

The  -General  Registrar  shall,  upon  the  removal  of  the 
appUcant's  name  from  the  Begister,  send  notice  of  such  removal 
to  the  applicant  by  a  letter  addressed  to  his  registered  address. — 
(1887 :  XXI  V,  130.) 

12.  Each  Branch  Registrar,  after  he  has  effected  a  regis- 
tration, or  made  any  alteration  or  erasure,  in  Branch  Begisters, 
shall  forthwith  make  a  corresponding  entry,  alteration,  or 
erasure,  in  the  proper  place,  in  an  interleaved  printed  copy  of 
the  Medical  Begister,  with  which  he  shall  be  annually  furnished 
by  the  General  Registrar. 

13.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  XXV  of  the 
Medical  Act  (1858)  each  Branch  Registrar  shall,  with  all  con- 
venient speed,  send  to  the  General  Registrar,  and  the  other 
Branch  Registrars,  a  certified  copy  of  all  the  changes  so  made 
in  the  Branch  Begister;  and  the  General  Registrar  shall 
forthwith  cause  such  changes  in  the  Branch  Begisters  to  be 
made  in  the  General  Begister,  and  he  shall  intimate  such  changes 
made  in  the  General  Begister  to  each  Branch  Registrar,  so 
as  to  secure  that  in  the  office  of  each  Branch  Registrar  an 
authoritative  copy  of  the  General  Begister  shall  be  available  for 
consultation  and  reference.— (1896  :  XXXIII,  68.) 

14.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  XXVII 
of  the  Medical  Acts,  the  General  Registrar  shall  keep  the 
General  Begister  in  alphabetical  order,  and  on  receiving  any 
additional  name  shall  forthwith  enter  it  in  such  General 
Begister.— {ISbd  :  1,  64.) 
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15.  Each  page  of  these  Registers  shall  be  verified  by  the 
Registkab's  signature.— (1859 :  I,  64  ;  1876 :  XIII,  193.) 

16.  There  shall  be  made,  every  year,  and  printed  in  the 
Medical  Begister,  an  enumeration  of  (1)  the  total  number  of 
persons  in  the  published  Begister;  (2)  the  number  of  persons 
added  by  registration  during  the  year ;  (3)  the  number  restored 
to  the  Begister ;  (4)  the  number  erased  from  the  Begister ;  and 
(5)  the  number  removed  by  death.— (1876 :  XIII,  363.) 


*XIV. — Penal  Removals  peom  the  Medical  Begister. 

1.  Whenever  information  reaches  the  Office  of  the  Council 
that  a  Registered  Medical  Practitioner  has  been  convicted  of 
felony  or  misdemeanour,  or  in  Scotland  of  any  crime  or  offence, 
or  has  been  under  the  censure  of  any  judicial  or  other  competent 
authority  in  relation  to  his  professional  character,  or  has  been 
guilty  of  conduct  which  prima  facie  constitutes  infamous  conduct 
in  a  professional  respect,  the  Registrak  shall  make  an  abstract 
of  such  information,  and  shall  submit  the  same  to  the  Pbesidbnt. 

2.  Where  the  information  in  question  is  in  the  nature  of  a 
complaint  by  a  person  or  body  charging  the  Practitioner  with 
infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  such  complaint  shall 
be  made  in  writing  addressed  to  the  Registbar,  and  shall  state 
the  grounds  of  complaint  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  one  or 
more  Statutory  Declarations  as  to  the  facts  of  the  case. 

3.  Every  Statutory  Declaration  must  state  the  description 
and  true  place  of  abode  of  the  Declarant,  and  where  a  fact  stated 
in  a  Declaration  is  not  within  the  personal  knowledge  of  the 
Declarant  the  source  of  the  information  and  grounds  for  the 
belief  of  the  Declarant  in  its  truth  must  be  accurately  and  fully 
stated.  Declarations  and  parts  of  Declarations  which  are  made 
in  contravention  of  this  Rule  will  not  be  accepted  as  evidence. 

4.  The  abstract  and,  where  a  complaint  has  been  lodged,  the 
complaint  and  all  other  documents  bearing  on  the  case,  shall  be 
submitted  by  the  Registrar  to  the  Pbesident,  who  shall,  if  he 


•  Revised  by  the  ExRruTiVE  Oommittek  in  consultation  with  the  Legal  Advlserj,  and 
adopted  by  the  Gb.vkraI,  Oouncil  on  November  27,  1008. 
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thinks  fit,  instruct  the  Registbae  to  ask  the  Practitioner  for  any 
explanation  he  may  have  to  offer.  The  documents,  including 
any  explanation  forwarded  by  the  Practitioner  to  the  Registeab, 
shall  then  be  referred  to  the  Penal  Cases  Committee,  who  shall 
consider  the  same,  and  shall  have  power  to  cause  further  investi- 
gation to  be  made  and  further  evidence  to  be  obtained,  and  to 
refer  to  the  Solicitor  for  his  advice  and  assistance,  and  to 
instruct  him  to  take  the  opinion  of  Counsel,  and  otherwise  to 
obtain  such  advice  and  assistance  as  they  shall  think  fit.  If  the 
Committee  are  of  opinion  that  a  primd  facie  case  is  not  made 
out  the  case  shall  not  proceed  further,  and  the  Eegisteae  shall 
inform  the  complainant  of  the  Besolution  of  the  Committee. 
If  the  Committee  resolve  that  the  case  is  one  in  which  an 
inquiry  ought  to  be  held,  the  Peesident  shall  direct  the 
SoLiciTOB  to  take  steps  for  the  institution  of  an  inquiry,  and 
for  having  the  case  heard  and  determined  by  the  Council. 

5.  An  inquiry  with  a  view  to  the  removal  of  a  name  from 
the  Begister  under  Section  XXIX  shall  be  instituted  by  the  issue 
of  a  notice  in  writing,  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  by  the 
SoLiciTOE  addressed  to  the  Practitioner.  Such  notice  shall 
specify  the  nature  and  particulars  of  the  charge,  and  shall  inform 
him  of  the  day  on  which  the  Council  intend  to  deal  with  the 
case,  and  shall  call  upon  the  Practitioner  to  answer  the  charge 
in  writing  and  to  attend  before  the  Council  on  such  day.  The 
notice  shall  be  in  the  annexed  Form,  with  such  variations  as 
circumstances  may  require,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  print 
of  Section  XXIX  of  the  Medical  Act  (1858),  and  of  this 
Standing  Order. 

6.  In  every  case  in  which  the  Penal  Cases  Committee 
resolve  that  an  inquiry  shall  be  instituted  and  a  notice  for  an 
inquiry  is  issued  accordingly,  either  party  shall,  for  the  purpose 
of  his  defence  or  reply,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  upon  request  in 
writing  for  that  purpose  signed  by  himself  or  his  Solicitor,  be 
entitled  to  be  supplied  by  the  Solicitor  of  the  Council  with  a 
copy  of  any  Statutory  Declaration,  explanation,  answer,  or  other 
document  given  or  sent  to  the  Council  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
other  party,  which  such  other  party  will  be  entitled  on  proper 
proof  to  use  at  the  hearing  as  evidence  in'support  of  or  in  answer 
to  the  charge  specified  in  the  notice  of  inquiry ;  and  every  notice 
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of  inquiry  shall  draw  the  particular  attention  of  the  Practitioner 
to  this  Rule. 

7.  Any  answer,  evidence,  or  statement  forwarded,  or  appli- 
cation made,  by  the  Practitioner  between  the  date  of  the 
issue  of  the  notice  and  the  day  named  for  the  hearing  of  the 
charge,  shall  be  dealt  with  by  the  Pbesident  in  such  manner 
as  he,  under  the  advice  of  the  Solicitor,  shall  think  fit. 

8.  All  material  documents  which  are  to  be  laid  before  the 
Council  as  evidence  in  regard  to  the  case  shall  be  printed, 
and  a  copy  shall  be  furnished  to  each  Member  of  the  Council 
before  the  hearing  of  the  case. 

9.  At  the  hearing  of  the  case  by  the  Council  the  meeting 
shall  be  attended  by  the  Solicitor  to  advise  the  Council  as  to 
the  conduct  of  the  case  and  also  by  Counsel  to  act  as  Judicial 
Assessor.  The  complainant  and  also  the  Practitioner  may  be 
represented  or  assisted  by  a  Solicitor,  with  or  without  Counsel. 

10.  Where  a  complainant  appears  personally  or  by  Counsel 
or  Solicitor,  the  following  will  be  the  order  of  procedure  : — 

(1)  The  Solicitor  to  the  Council  will  read  to  the  Council 
the  notice  of  the  inquiry  addressed  to  the  Practitioner. 

(2)  The  complainant  will  then  be  invited  to  state  his  case 
by  himself  or  his  legal  Eepresentative,  and  to  produce  his  proofs 
in  support  of  it.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  complainant's  proofs 
his  case  will  be  closed. 

(8)  The  Practitioner  will  then  be  invited  to  state  his  case  by 
himself  or  by  his  legal  Representative,  and  to  produce  his  proofs 
in  support  of  it.  He  may  address  the  Council  either  before  or 
at  the  conclusion  of  his  proofs,  but  only  once. 

(4)  At  the  conclusion  of  the  Practitioner's  case  the  Council 
will,  if  the  Practitioner  has  produced  evidence,  hear  the  com- 
plainant in  reply  on  the  case  generally,  but  will  hear  no  further 
evidence  except  in  any  special  case  in  which  the  Council  may 
think  it  right  to  receive  such  further  evidence.  If  the  Practi- 
tioner produces  no  evidence  the  complainant  will  not  be  heard 
in  reply  except  by  special  leave  of  the  Council. 
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(5)  Where  a  witness  is  produced  by  any  party  before  the 
Council  he  will  be  first  examined  by  the  party  producing  him, 
and  then  cross-examined  by  the  adverse  party,  and  then  re- 
examined by  the  party  producing  him.  The  Council  reserves 
to  itself  the  right  to  decline  to  admit  in  evidence  any  Statutory 
Declaration  where  the  declarant  is  not  present  for  or  declines 
to  submit  to  cross-examination. 

(6)  The  President  and  the  Judicial  Assessob  may  put 
questions  to  any  witness  and  Members  of  the  Council,  through 
the  President,  may  also  put  questions  to  any  witness. 

11.  Where  there  is  no  complainant  or  no  complainant 
appears,  the  following  will  be  the  order  of  procedure  : — 

(1)  The  Solicitor  to  the  Council  will  read  to  the  Council 
the  notice  of  inquiry  addressed  to  the  Practitioner,  and  will 
state  the  facts  of  the  case  and  produce  before  the  Council  the 
evidence  by  which  it  is  supported. 

(2)  The  Practitioner  will  then  be  invited  to  state  his  case  by 
himself  or  by  his  legal  Representative,  and  to  produce  his  proofs 
in  support  of  it.  He  may  address  the  Council  either  before 
or  at  the  conclusion  of  his  proofs,  but  only  once. 

(8)  The  Solicitor  to  the  Council  may  be  heard  in  reply 
if  the  Council  so  desire. 

12.  Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  case,  the  Council  will 
deliberate  thereon  in  private,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
deliberations  the  President  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  summing 
up  the  result  of  the  deliberations,  call  upon  the  Council  to  vote 
on  such  of  the  following  Besohitions  to  be  put  from  the  Chair  as 
may  be  applicable  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case  : — 

(1)  In  the  case  of  a  Practitioner  who  has  been  convicted 
of  a  felony,  misdemeanour,  crime,  or  offence  - 

That,  ,  has  been  proved  to  have  been  convicted 

of  the  felony  (or  misdemeanour,  or  crime,  or  offe^ice)  alleged 
against  him  in  the  notice  of  inquiry. 
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(2)  In  the  case  of  a  Practitioner  charged  with  infamous 
conduct  in  a  professional  respect — 

{a)  That  the  Goimcil  do  now  proceed  to  decide  tohether 

the  facts  alleged  against  in  the  notice  of  inquiry 

have  been  proved  or  have  not:  been  proved. 

If  this  Besohition  ia  not  carried,  the  further  hearing  of  the 
case  will  stand  adjourned  till  the  next  or  some  other  future 
Session  of  the  Council,  as  the  Council  shall  direct,  and  the 
hearing  thereof  will  be  taken  at  such  next  or  other  future  Session 
as  an  adjourned  case. 

If  this  Besolution  is  carried,  the  Council  shall  be  called 
upon  by  the  President  to  vote  on  tlie  following  Besolution  to 
be  put  from  the  Chair  : — 

{b)  That  the  facts  [or  the  following  facts  (specifying 
them)]  alleged  against  in  the  notice  of  inqimy  have 

been  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council. 

■  ^  ... 

If  this  Besohition  is  carried,  the  Council  may  either  proceed 
to  judge  whether,  on  the.  facts  proved,  the  accused  Practitioner 
has  been  guilty  of  infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect 
and  to  direct  the  Eegistrab  to  erase  his  name  from  the 
Medical  Begister,  or  may  postpone  its  judgment  and  adjourn 
the  case  until  the  next  or  some  other  future  Session. 

(3)  In  the  case  of  a  Practitioner  convicted  of  a .  felony 
(or  misdemeanour  or  crime  or  offence),  or  charged  with 
infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  for  the  purpose 
of  deciding  whether  or  not  the  judgment  of  the  Council 
on  the  conviction  (or  facts)  proved  shall  be  postponed,  the 
Council  shall  be  called  upon  by  the  President  to  vote  on 
the  following  Besohition  to  be  put  from  the  Chair  : — 

(c)  That  the  Council  do  now  proceed  to  pronounce  its 
judgment  on  the  conviction  {or  facts)  proved  against  . 

If  this  Besohition  is  not  carried,  the  judgment  of  the 
Council  will  stand  postponed  till  the  next  or  some  other  future 
Session  of  the  Council  as  the  Council  shall  direct,  and  the 
case  will  be  taken  at  such  next  or  other  future  Session  as  a  case 
in  which  judgment  has  been  postponed. 
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If  this  Besolution  is  carried,  the  Council  shall  proceed  at 
once  to  pronounce  its  judgment  on  the  case,  and  shall  be  called 
upon  by  the  President  to  vote  upon  the  following  Besolution 
to  be  put  from  the  Chair : — 

In  the  case  of  a  conviction  : — 

(d)  That   having  been  proved  to  have  been  con- 
victed of  the  felony  (or  misdemeanour  or  crime  or  offence) 
alleged  against  hijn  in  the  notice  of  inquiry  the  Begistrar 
be  directed  to  erase  his  name  from  the  Medical  Eegister. 

In  the  case  of  a  Practitioner  charged  with  infamous  conduct 
in  a  professional  respect :  — 

(e)  That  the  Council  do  now  judge  to  have  been 

guilty  of  infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  and  do 
direct  the  Begistrar  to  erase  from  the  Medical  Register  the 
name  of  . 

If  Besolution  (d)  or  (e),  as  the  case  may  be,  is  not  carried, 
the  President  may  announce  the  judgment  of  the  Council  in 
the  form  :  — 

That  the  Council  does  not  see  fit  to  direct  the  Begistrar 
to  erase  from  the  Medical  Eegister  the  name  of  . 

18.  In  the  event  of  an  adjournment  of  the  hearing,  or  of  a 
postponement  of  judgment,  to  another  Session,  the  Council, 
on  the  case  coming  on  again  for  consideration,  may  hear  the 
Practitioner,  and  the  complainant  (if  any),  and  receive  such 
further  evidence  in  relation  to  the  charge,  and  in  relation  to  the 
conduct  of  the  accused  Practitioner  subsequent  to  the  hearing 
of  the  charge  by  the  Council,  as  it  shall  think  fit. 

Notice  in  writing  shall  be  given  by  the  Solicitor  of  the 
Council  to  the  Practitioner,  and  to  the  complainant  (if  any), 
of  the  day  fixed  for  the  further  consideration,  and  shall  request 
the  attendance  of  the  Practitioner  on  that  day  before  the 
Council  ;  and  the  complainant  and  the  Practitioner  shall 
each  be  requested  to  furnish  to  the  Solicitor,  in  writing,  not 
less  than  seven  days  before  the  day  so  fixed,  a  statement  in 
writing  of  any  further  facts  or  evidence  which  he  may  desire 
to  be  laid  before  the  Council.   The  notice  shall  be  given  so 
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as  to  allow  at  least  fourteen  days  between  the  day  on  which 
the  notice  is  given  and  the  day  appointed  for  the  further  con- 
sideration. No  further  facts  or  evidence  presented  by  a  party  to 
the  inquiry  shall  be  received  or  considered  by  the  Council, 
unless  a  statement  thereof  has  been  previously  furnished  to  the 
SoLiciTOE  in  compliance  with  this  Eule. 

14.  On  the  case  coming  on  before  the  Council  for  further 
consideration,  the  Solicitok  shall  state  the  facts  and  explain 
the  position  of  the  case  to  the  Council.  The  Practi- 
tioner shall  then  be  invited  to  address  the  Council,  either 
personally  or  by  his  legal  Eepresentative,  and  lay  before  the 
Council  any  further  facts  or  evidence  of  which  he  may  have 
duly  given  notice  to  the  Solicitob  ;  and  the  complainant  (if 
any)  shall  then  be  invited  to  address  the  Council,  either 
personally  or  by  his  legal  Eepresentative,  and  lay  before  the 
Council  any  further  evidence  of  which  he  shall  have  duly 
given  such  notice. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  further  hearing,  the  Council  shall 
deliberate  on  the  case  in  private ;  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
deliberations  the  President  shall  call  upon  the  Council  to  vote 
in  an  adjourned  case  on  the  same  resolutions  as  at  the  original 
hearing,  and  in  a  case  in  which  judgment  was  postponed  on 
Resolutions  (c)  and  {d)  or  (c)  and  (e)  in  Eule  12  as  the  case  may 
be. 

15.  When  the  Council  has  received  notice  from  a  Licensing 
Body  that  any  Qualification  has  been  duly  and  legally  withdrawn 
from  a  Eegistered  Medical  Practitioner  by  such  Body,  provided 
that  the  QuaHfication  has  not  been  withdrawn  on  the  ground  of 
the  adoption  of  any  theory  of  Medicine  or  Surgery,  then  the 
Council  shall,  if  it  thinks  fit,  by  formal  Besolution  put  by  the 
President  from  the  Chair,  direct  the  Eegistrar  to  remove  such 
Quahfication  or  Quahfications  from  the  Medical  Begister. 

16.  If,  under  the  direction  of  the  Council,  all  the  Qualifica- 
tions of  any  Eegistered  Medical  Practitioner  have  been  erased 
from  the  Medical  Begister,  then  the  Council  shall,  if  it  thinks 
fit,  by  formal  Besohition  put  by  the  President  from  the  Chair, 
direct  the  Eegistrar  to  remove  the  name  of  such  Practitioner 
from  the  Medical  Begister. 
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17.  The  Registrar  shall,  upon  the  removal  of  any  name 
from  the  Register,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  pre- 
ceding Glmcses,  or  of  Section  XXVIII  or  XXIX  of  the  Medical 
Act  (1858),  forthwith  send  notice  of  such  removal  to  the 
Practitioner,  and  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  a  letter  addressed 
to  the  last  known  address,  or  to  the  registered  address,  of  the 
Practitioner.  The  Registrar  shall  also  send,  forthwith,  in- 
timation of  any  such  removal  to  the  Dean  or  Secretary  or  other 
proper  officer  of  any  Body  or  Bodies  from  which  the  Prac- 
titioner had  received  his  Qualification  or  Qualifications. 

]  8.  The  Registrar  shall,  within  one  month  after  any  names 
have  been  removed  from  the  Medical  Begister  by  order  of  the 
Council  under  Sections  XXVIII  or  XXIX  of  the  Medical  Act 
(1858),  send  to  the  various  Bodies  enumerated  in  Schedule  (A) 
to  that  Act,  and  in  the  Acts  amending  the  same,  to  each  Member 
of  the  Council,  to  each  of  the  Branch  Registrars,  and  to 
the  Registrars- General  of  the  three  divisions  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  a  list  of  all  such  names,  and  shall  call  the  attention  of 
each  Licensing  Body  to  the  following  Standing  Order  of  the 
Council  : — 

"  The  Council  recommends  that  no  person  whose  name  has 
been  once  removed  from,  and  has  not  been  restored  to, 
the  Medical  Begister  shall,  without  previous  reference 
to  the  General  Medical  Council,  be  admitted  to 
examination  for  any  new  Qualification  which  is 
registrable  in  either  the  Dentists''  Begister  or  the 
Medical  Begister."

You  are  invited  and 
required  to  answer  in  writing  the  above  charges,  and  to  attend 
before  the  General  Medical  Council  at  the  above-named  place 
and  time,  to  establish  any  denial  or  defence  that  you  may  have 
to  make  to  the  above-mentioned  charges,  and  you  are  hereby 
informed  that  if  you  do  not  attend  as  required,  the  General 
Medical  Council  may  proceed  to  hear  and  decide  upon  the  said 
charges  in  your  absence. 

Any  answer  or  other  communication  or  application  which 
you  may  desire  to  make  respecting  the  said  charges,  or  your 
defence  thereto,  must  be  addressed  to  the  General  Registrar 
of  the  Medical  Council,  and  transmitted  so  as  to  reach  him 
not  less  than  days  before  the  day  appointed  for  the  hearing 
of  the  case.

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XV. — Penal  Removals  pbom  the  Dentists'  Register. 


1.  Where  complaint  is  made  to  or  information  is  received  by 
the  Genekal  Medical  Council,  respecting  the  conduct  of  a 
person  registered  in  the  Dentists'  Register  which,  if  proved, 
would  render  such  person  liable  to  have  his  name  erased  from 
the  Dentists'  Register,  the  General  Registrae  shall  make  an 
abstract  of  the  complaint  or  information,  and  shall  submit  such 
abstract,  with  the  complaint,  and  all  other  documents  received  in 
relation  thereto,  to  the  President,  or  to  the  Chairman  for  the 
time  being  of  the  Dental  Committee, 

2.  Where  the  complaint  is  made  by  one  of  the  Medical 
Authorities,  as  defined  in  the  Dentists  Act  1878,  the  President, 
or  Chairman  of  the  Dental  Committee,  as  the  case  may  be, 
shall  forthwith  appoint  a  time  at  which  an  inquiry  is  to  be  held 
by  the  Dental  Committee  into  the  matters  alleged  in  the 
complaint. 

3.  Where  the  complaint  is  made  by  a  person  other  than  one 
of  the  Medical  Authorities,  or  in  any  other  case  in  which 
information  has  been  received  by  the  Council  which,  if  proved, 
would  render  the  person  complained  of  liable  to  have  his  name 
erased  from  the  Dentists'  Register,  the  Registrar  may,  under 
the  directions  of  the  PIiesident  or  Chairman  of  the  Dental 
Committee,  make  such  further  inquiries  of  the  complainant,  or 
the  person  complained  of,  and  obtain  such  further  information 
and  evidence  as,  under  such  directions,  he  shall  think  necessary 
and  expedient  for  the  purpose  of  placing  the  matter,  with  the 
materials  and  evidence  submitted  in  support  thereof,  and  the 
answer  or  explanation  of  the  person  whose  conduct  is  impugned, 
hereinafter  called  "the  accused  person,"  in  a  complete  and 
convenient  form  before  the  Dental  Committee. 

4.  As  soon  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  President  or  Chairman 
of  the  Dental  Committee,  the  complaint,  with  the  materials 
and  evidence  adduced  in  support  thereof,  and  the  answer  or 
explanation  of  the  accused  person,  are  in  a  complete  and  con- 
venient form  for  consideration,  the  President  may,  if  he  thinks 
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fit,  appoint  a  time  and  place  at  which  an  inquiry  into  the  facts 
shall  be  held  by  the  Dental  Committee. 

5.  The  Peesident,  or  Chairman  of  the  Dental  Committee, 
as  the  case  may  be,  may  in  any  case  in  which  he  shall  consider 
that  no  sufficient  grounds  are  shown  rendering  further  inquiry 
necessary,  instead  of  appointing  a  time  at  which  an  inquiry  is  to 
be  held,  report  his  opinion  to  the  Dental  Committee  at  its 
next  meeting,  and  the  Dental  Committee  may,  on  such  report, 
and  the  materials  placed  before  it,  either  direct  that  an  inquiry 
be  held  on  a  future  date,  or  resolve  that  no  further  mquiry  is 
necessary,  or  take  such  other  action  as  in  the  circumstances  of 
the  case  the  Dental  Committee  shall  think  expedient  and 
proper. 

6.  The  Dental  Committee  and  the  Peesident  or  Chair- 
man may,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  cases  referred  to  them, 
and  the  conduct  of  inquiries,  require  the  attendance  of  the 
Solicitoe  to  the  Council,  and  of  Counsel. 

7.  Inquiries  before  the  Dental  Committee  shall  be  conducted 
in  accordance  with  the  Rules  set  out  in  the  Schedule  of  this  Order. 

8.  The  Report  of  the  Dental  Committee  upon  an  inquiry 
held  under  this  Order  and  the  said  rules,  shall  be  put  down 
for  consideration  by  the  Council  in  the  Council's  Programme 
of  B^ls^ness,  and  the  Registrar  shall  send  notice  in  writing  to 
the  accused  person,  and  to  the  complainant,  if  any,  informing 
them  of  the  day  and  hour  appointed  by  the  Council  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Report. 

9.  Upon  the  Report  of  the  Dental  Committee  coming  on 
for  consideration,  the  Report  shall  be  read  by  the  Registeae  to 
the  Council.  The  Council  may  thereupon  determine  whether 
or  not  the  parties  to  the  inquiry  shall  be  heard  before  the 
Council  upon  the  Report,  or  upon  any  question  arising  upon  it, 
or  the  Council  may,  if  it  think  fit,  forthwith  proceed  to  deal 
with  the  Report. 

10.  The  Council  may  in  any  case  in  which  it  shall  so  think 
fit,  refer  back  the  Report  of  the  Dental  Committee  and  the 
case  upon  which  it  was  made  or  any  matter  in  relation  thereto, 
to  that  Committee  for  further  inquiry  and  report. 
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11.  The  Council  shall  deliberate  on  the  Report  in  private, 
and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  deliberations,  if  the  matter  is,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Council,  ripe  for  decision,  the  President  shall 
call  upon  the  Council  to  vote  on  the  following  Besohition  to 
be  put  from  the  Chair  : — 

(i)  In  the  case  of  a  Practitioner  who  has  been  convicted 
of  a  felony  {or  misdemeanour  or  crime  or  offence) : — 

(a)  That  — ■  ,  has  been  proved  to  have  been  convicted 

of  the  felony  (or  misdemeanour  or  crime  or  offence),  alleged 
against  him  in  the  notice  of  inquiry. 

(ii)  In  the  case  of  a'  conviction  or  of  a  Practitioner 
charged  with  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  pro- 
fessional respect : — 

{b)  That  the  Council  do  now  proceed  to  pronounce  its 
judgment  on  the  conviction  proved  {or  on  the  facts  found  in 
the  Report  of  the  Dental  Committee). 

If  in  either  case  the  Resolution  is  not  carried,  the  further 
hearing  of  the  case  will  stand  adjourned  till  the  next  or  some 
other  future  Session  of  the  Council,  as  the  Council  shall 
direct,  and  the  hearing  thereof  will  be  taken  at  such  Session 
as  an  adjourned  case. 

If  the  Besolution  is  carried,  the  Council  shall  be  called 
upon  by  the  President  to  vote  on  the  following  Besolution,  to  be 
put  from  the  Chair: — 

In  the  case  of  a  conviction  : — 

(c)  That  having  been  proved  to  have  been  convicted 

of  the  felony  (or  misdemeanour  or  crime  or  offence],  alleged 
against  him  in  the  notice  of  inquiry,  the  Council  directs  the 
Registrar  to  erase  from  the  Dentists'  Eegister  tlie  name 
of  . 

In  the  case  of  a  Practitioner  charged  with  infamous  or  dis- 
graceful conduct  in  a  professional  respect : — 

{d)  That  on  the  facts  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Dental 
Committee  it  has  been  proved  that  has  been  guilty 
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0/  condaict  ivJiich  is  infamoics  or  disgraceful  in  a  profes- 
sional respect,  and  the  Coimcil  directs  the-  Registrar  to 
erase  from  the  Dentists'  Eegister  the  name  of  . 

If  in  either  case  the  Resolution  is  not  carried,  the  Pbesident 
may  announce  the  judgment  of  the  Council  in  the  form  : — 

That  the  Council  does  not  see  fit  to  direct  the  Registrar 
to  erase  from  the  Dentists'  Eegister  the  name  of  . 

12.  In  the  event  of  an  adjournment  of  the  further  hearing 
of  the  case,  the  accused  person  and  the  complainant  (if  any)  may 
submit  further  facts  and  evidenge  in  relation  to  the  charge,  and 
in  relation  to  the  conduct  of  the  accused  person  subsequent  to 
the  hearing  of  the  charge  by  the  Council,  which  further  facts 
and  evidence  shall  be  considered  and  dealt  with  by  the  Dental 
Committee,  who  shall  make  a  Supplementary  Report  thereon  to 
the  Council. 

Notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Solicitok  of  the  Council  to  the 
accused  person,  and  to  the  complainant  (if  any),  of  the  time 
and  place  fixed  by  the  Dental  Committee  for  the  further  con- 
sideration of  the  case,  which  time  shall  be  as  near  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Session  of  the  Council  to  which  the  consider- 
ation of  the  case  has  been  postponed  as  can  be  conveniently 
arranged  by  the  Pbesident  or  Chairman  of  the  Dental  Com- 
mittee ;  and  the  accused  person  and  the  complainant  shall  each 
be  requested  to  furnish  to  the  Solicitob,  in  writing,  not  less 
than  four  days  before  the  time  so  fixed,  a  statement  in  writing  of 
any  further  facts  or  evidence  which  he  may  desire  to  lay  before  the 
Dental  Committee.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  fixed  by  the 
Dental  Committee  for  the  further  consideration  of  the  case 
shall  be  given  so  as  to  allow  at  least  ten  days  between  the  day 
on  which  the  notice  is  given  and  the  time  so  fixed  by  the  Dental 
Committee.  No  facts  or  evidence  shall  be  received  or  considered 
by  the  Dental  Committee  unless  a  statement  thereof  has  been 
previously  furnished  pursuant  to  this  Order. 

13.  On  the  case  coming  on  before  the  Council  for  further 
consideration  the  original  Eeport  and  the  Supplementary  Report 
of  the  Dental  Committee  shall  both  be  read  by  theEEaiSTBAK 
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to  the  Council,  and  the  accused  person  and  the  complainant 
(if  any)  may  be  heard  by  the  Council  upon  the  Reports,  but 
may  nbt  adduce  any  further  evidence. 

At  the  conckision  of  the  further  hearing  the  Council  shall 
deliberate  on  the  case  in  private,  and  on  the  conclusion  of  the 
deliberations  the  President  shall  call  on  the  Council  to  vote  on 
the  same  Besolutions  as  at  the  original  hearing  so  far  as  the 
same  shall  apply,  and  if  in  either  case  the  final  Besohition  is  not 
carried,  the  President  may  announce  the  judgment  of  the 
Council  in  the  same  form. 

14.  The  Eegistrar  shall,  upon  the  removal  of  any  name 
from  the  Register,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
Clauses,  or  of  Section  XIII.  of  the  Dentists'  AM  1878,  forthwith 
send  notice  of  such  removal  to  the  Practitioner,  and  such  notice 
shall  be  sent  by  a  letter  addressed  to  the  last  known  address,  or 
to  the  registered  address,  of  the  Practitioner.  The  Registrar 
shall  also  send  forthwith  intimation  of  any  such  removal  to  the 
Dean  or  Secretary  or  other  proper  officer  of  any  Body  or  Bodies 
from  which  the  Practitioner  had  received  his  Qualification  or 
Qualifications. 

15.  The  Registrar  shall,  within  one  month  after  any  names 
have  been  removed  from  the  Dentists'  Begister  by  order  of  the 
Council  under  Section  XIII.  of  the  Dentists'  Act  1878,  send 
to  the  medical  authorities  referred  to  in  Section  VI.  of  that  Act 
and  to  the  various  Bodies  enumerated  in  Schedule  (A)  to  the 
Medical  Act  1858,  and  in  the  Acts  amending  the  same,  to  each 
Member  of  the  Council,  to  each  of  the  Branch  Registrars,  and 
to  the  Registrars- General  of  the  three  divisions  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  a  list  of  all  such  names,  and  shall  call  the  attention 
of  each  Licensing  Body  to  the  following  Standing  Order  of  the 
Council  : — 

"  The  Council  recommends  thai  no  person  whose  name  has 
been  once  removed  from,  and  has  not  been  restored  to, 
the  Dentists'  Begister,  shall,  without  previous  reference 
to  the  General  Medical  Council,  be  admitted  to 
examination  for  any  new  Qualification  which  is 
registrable  in  either  the  Dentists'  Begister  or  the 
Medical  Begister."

RULES. 

(i)  Where  an  inquiry  has  been  appointed  to  be  held  into  the 
conduct  of  a  person  registered  in  the  Dentists'  Begister  (herein 
referred  to  by  the  expression  "  the  accused  person  ")  a  notice  in 
writing  shall  be  sent  by  the  Solicitob  addressed  to  the  accused 
person.  The  notice  shall  specify  generally  the  matters  of  com- 
plaint on  which  the  inquiry  will  be  held,  and  inform  the  accused 
person  of  the  day,  hour,  and  place  appointed  for  holding  ,the 
inquiry.  The  notice  shall  be  in  the  annexed  Form  (A),  with 
such  variations  as  circumstances  shall  require,  and  shall  contain 
the  information  specified  in  such  Form,  and  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  print  or  copy  of  Sections  18  and  15  of  the  Dentists' 
Act,  1878,  and  of  this  Standing  Order. 

Information  of  the  day,  hour,  and  place  appointed  for 
holding  the  inquiry  shall  also  be  given  by  the  CouNciii's 
Solicitob  to  the  complainant  (if  any),  with  an  intimation  that 
he  may  be  represented  thereat  by  Counsel  or  Solicitor. 

(ii)  Either  party  shall  for  the  purpose  of  his  defence  or  reply, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  upon  request  in  writing  for  that  purpose 
signed  by  himself  or  his  Solicitor,  be  entitled  to  be  supplied  by 
the  Solicitob  of  the  Council  with  a  copy  of  any  Statutory 
Declaration,  explanation,  answer,  or  other  document  given  or 
sent  to  the  Council  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  other  party,  which 
such  other  party  will  be  entitled  on  proper  proof  to  use  at  the 
hearing  as  evidence  in  support  of  or  in  answer  to  the  charge 
contained  in  the  notice  of  inquiry  ;  and  the  Notice  of  Inquiry 
shall  draw  the  particular  attention  of  the  accused  person  to  this 
part  of  this  Rule. 

(iii)  The  notice  of  the  inquiry  addressed  to  the  accused  person 
shall  be  sent  by  the  Council's  Solicitob  by  a  registered  letter 
addressed  to  the  registered  address  or  the  last  known  address  of 
the  accused  person. 

(iv)  The  inquiry  by  the  Dental  Committee  shall  be  opened 
in  public,  but,  at  any  stage  thereof,  the  Committee  may 
(if  they  think  fit)  conduct  the  remainder  or  any  part  of  the 
inquiry  in  private.  Both  parties  may  be  represented  by 
Solicitors,  with  or  without  Counsel. 
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(v)  The  SoLiciTOE  to  the  Council  shall  attend  the  inquiry  and 
shall  at  the  opening  thereof  read  to  the  Committee  the  notice 
of  the  inquiry  which  has  been  addressed  to  the  accused  person, 
and  (if  the  accused  person  is  not  present)  shall  satisfy  the 
Committee  that  the  notice  of  the  inquiry  was  duly  sent  to  him 
by  registered  letter,  as  prescribed  by  these  Rules. 

(vi)  The  complainant  will  then  be  invited  by  the  Chairman 
to  state  his  case,  and  produce  his  evidence  in  support  of  it.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  complainant's  evidence,  his  case  will  be 
closed.  " 

(vii)  The  accused  person  will  then  be  invited  by  the  Chaibman 
to  state  his  case,  and  produce  his  evidence  in  support  of  it.  He 
may  address  the  Committee  either  before  or  at  the  conclusion 
of  his  evidence,  but  only  once. 

(viii)  At  the  conclusion  of  the  case  of  the  accused  person  the 
complainant  may  (if  the  accused  person  has  produced  evidence) 
address  the  Committee  in  reply. 

If  the  accused  person  has  not  produced  evidence  the  com- 
plainant may  not,  without  the  special  leave  of  the  Committee, 
address  the  Committee  in  reply. 

(ix)  Evidence  may  be  taken  by  the  Committee  by  oral 
statement,  or  by  written  deposition  or  statement.  Where  a 
witness  is  produced  by  any  party  he  shall  be  first  examined  by 
the  party  producing  him,  and  then  cross-examined  by  the 
adverse  party,  and  then  re-examined  by  the  party  producing  him. 
The  Committee  may,  in  any  case,  decline  to  admit  the  evidence 
of  any  deponent  to  a  document  who  is  not  present  for,  or  who 
declines  to  submit  to,  cross-examination. 

(x)  Members  of  the  Committee  may  put,  through  the  Chair- 
man, such  questions  to  the  witnesses  or  parties  as  they  may  think 
desirable. 

(xi)  On  the  conclusion  of  the  case  the  Committee  shall 
deliberate  thereon  in  private,  and  prepare  a  Report  to  the 
Council  upon  the  facts  as  ascertained  at  the  inquiry.  The 
Report  shall  be  framed  in  the  annexed  Form  B,  with  such 
variations  as  may  be  required. 
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(xii)  The  Chairman  shall  inform  the  parties  that  due  notice 
will  be  given  to  them  of  the  time  appointed  by  the  Councii.  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Report.

Restoration  of  a  Name  to  the  Medical  or  Dentists'  Register. 

XVI. — Eemoval  op  a  Qualification  feom  the  Dentists' 

Begister. 

1.  "When  the  GeneraIj  Council  has  received  notice  from  a 
Licensing  Body  that  any  Qualification  or  Qualifications  have 
been  duly  and  legally  withdrawn  from  a  Registered  Dental 
Practitioner  by  such  Body,  provided  that  such  Quahfication  was 
not  withdrawn  on  account  of  any  of  the  causes  mentioned  in  the 
Thirteenth  Section  of  the  Dentists  Act  as  insufficient  to  disquaUfy 
a  person  from  practising  Dentistry,  then  the  Council  shall,  if 
it  think  fit,  by  formal  Besohotion  proposed  from  the  Chair, 
direct  the  Registbae  to  remove  such  Qualification  or  Qualifica- 
tions from  the  Dentists'  Begister. 


XVII. — Restoration  op  a  Name  to  the  Medical  or  Dentists' 

Begister. 

1.  Applications  for  restoration  to  the  Medical  or  Dentists' 
Begister  shall  be  entertained  at  the  November  Session  of  the 
Council  only.-  (1895  :  XXXII,  127.) 

2.  If  any  person  whose  name  has  been  erased  from  the  Medical 
or  Dentists'  Begister  by  direction  of  the  General  Medical 
Council,  and  who  (in  the  case  of  a  Medical  Practitioner)  still 
possesses  a  Qualification  entitling  him  to  be  registered,  makes 
application  to  the  Council  for  the  restoration  of  his  name  to  the 
Begister,  the  following  shall  be  the  method  of  procedure  : — 

(i)  The  application  shall  be  in  writing,  addressed  to  the 
General  Medical  Council,  and  signed  by  the  applicant,  and 
must  state  the  grounds  on  which  the  application  is  made. 

(ii)  No  apphcation  for  the  restoration  to  the  Medical  or 
Dentists'  Begister  of  the  name  of  a  person  which  has  been 
removed  under  Section  XXIX  of  the  Medical  Act  (1858),  or 
Section  XIII  of  the  Dentists  Act  (1878),  shall  be  entertained 
unless  it  be  accompanied  by  a  Statutory  Declaration  made  by 
the  applicant  setting  forth  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  stating  that 
he  is  the  person  originally  registered,  and  by  a  certificate  from 
two  registered  practitioners  as  to  his  identity,  or  in  the  case  of 
an  applicant  residing  abroad  a  certificate  signed  by  two  persons, 
who  shall  be  magistrates  or  officers  holding  a  commission  in  one 
of  His  Majesty's  Services,  Civil,  Naval,  or  Mihtary.

"  (iii)  The  statements  in  the  application  must  also  be  verified 
by  certificates  in  writing,  to  be  given  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
and  by  a  Registered  Medical  Practitioner  resident  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood where  the  applicant  had  been  residing  since  his 
removal,  who  were  and  are  well  acquainted  with  him  before  and 
since  the  erasure  of  his  name,  and  they  must  testify  to  his 
present  good  character." 

(iv)  On  receipt  of  the  application,  it  shall  be  referred  by  the 
Rrgistkak  to  the  Executive  Committee,  or  the  Dental  Com- 
mittee, as  the  case  may  be,  for  consideration  and  report.

XXIII. — Ir^SPECTJON    AND    VISITATION   OF  EXAMINATIONS. 


(A)  Inspection. 

(1)  Under  the  powers  conferred  by  Section  3  of  the  Medical 
Act,  1886,  the  Council  shall  appoint  Inspectors  to  attend  such 
of  the  Qualifying  Examinations  of  the  several  Licensing  Bodies 
as  the  Council  may  direct.

(3)  Three  Inspectors — one  for  Medicine,  one  for  Surgery,  and 
one  for  Midwifery — shall  be  appointed  for  definite  periods  ;  and 
it  shall  be  their  duty  to  conduct  Inspections  where  and  when 
required  by  the  Council. 

(4)  An  Inspector  shall  not  be  a  member  of  the  Council,  nor 
shall  he  during  his  tenure  of  office  act  as  Examiner  in  any 
Qualifying  Examination. 

(5)  Each  Inspector  shall  receive  from  the  Peesident  a 
formal  Commission  in  writing,  under  the  Seal  of  the  Council. 

(6)  The  remuneration  of  an  Inspector  shall  be  at  the  rate  of 
five  guineas  for  each  day  during  which  he  is  absent  from  home 
on  the  business  of  the  Council,  together  with  an  allowance  for 
his  actual  travelling  and  hotel  expenses. 

(7)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Inspectors  to  report  to  the 
Council  their  opinion  as  to  the  sufficiency  or  insufficiency  of 
each  Examination  inspected  by  them.  Their  Beports  shall 
set  forth  in  order  all  necessary  particulars  as  to  the  questions 
proposed  in  the  written,  oral,   and  practical  parts  of  the 
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Chap.  XXIII:  Inspection  and  Visitation. 

Examination,  the  cases  and  the  appliances  provided  for  clinical 
examinations,  the  arrangements  made  for  invigilation,  the 
method  and  scale  of  marking,  the  standard  of  knowledge  shown 
by  successful  candidates,  and  generally  all  such  details  as  may 
be  required  for  adjudicating  on  the  scope  and  character  of  the 
Examination. 

(8)  Inspectors  shall  include  in  their  Beports,  in  the  form  of 
a  brief  diary,  a  statement  of  the  days  and  hours  at  which  they 
were  present  during  the  course  of  each  Examination  inspected, 
and  of  the  parts  or  divisions  of  the  Examination  in  progress  on 
each  day. 

(9)  Inspectors  shall  be  made  acquainted  with  such  previous 
Beports  on  the  Examinations  inspected  as  the  Executive 
Committee  or  the  Peesident  may  direct,  together  with  the 
Bemarks  and  Observations  of  the  Licensing  Bodies  and  the 
Beports  of  the  Examination-Committee  thereon.  They  shall 
also  be  provided  with  copies  of  the  Becommendations  of  the 
Council  in  regard  to  Professional  Examination,  and  shall 
include  in  their  Beports  a  statement  of  the  extent  to  which 
these  Becommendations  have  been  carried  out  in  the  case  of 
each  Examination  inspected. 

(10)  The  Beports  of  Inspectors  when  prepared  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  Pbesident,  who  shall  cause  them  to  be  printed. 
The  final  proof  copies  of  the  Beports,  as  corrected,  shall  be 
signed  in  writing  by  the  Inspectors,  and  shall  be  preserved  by 
the  Genebal  Eegistbae  as  the  authoritative  copies. 

(11)  Previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  CounciI/  at  which  the 
Beports  of  Inspectors  are  to  be  considered,  confidential  copies, 
not  exceeding  50  in  number,  of  each  Beport  shall  be  forwarded 
for  consideration  to  the  Licensing  Body  to  which  such  Beport 
refers,  with  a  request  that  the  Body  will  make  such  Bemarks 
and  Observations  thereon  as  may  be  thought  necessary,  and  will 
forward  the  same  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  to  the  Genekal 

EEaiSTEAB. 

(12)  A  confidential  copy  of  each  Beport  of  the  Inspectors, 
together  with  the  Bemarks  and  Observations  made  thereon  by 
the  Licensing  Body  concerned,  shall  be  supplied,  when  ready,  to 
each  member  of  the  Council. 
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(13)  The  Examination- Committee  shall  consider  and  report 
to  the  Council  on  each  Beport  of  the  Inspectors. 

(14)  A  copy  of  each  Beport  of  the  Inspectors,  together  with 
the  Bemarks  and  Observations  made  by  the  Licensing  Body  con- 
cerned, and  the  Beport  of  the  Examination-Committee  thereon 
as  approved  by  the  Council,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Pbivy 
Council. 


(B)  Visitation. 

(1)  Under  the  powers  conferred  by  Section  XVIII  of  the 
Medical  Act,  1858,  the  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint 
members  of  the  Council  as  Visitors,  who  shall  be  deputed  to 
attend  and  be  present  at  such  of  the  Professional  Examinations 
required  for  obtaining  the  Qualifications  of  any  of  the  Licensing 
Bodies  as  the  Council  may  direct. 

(2)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Examination-Committee  and 
of  the  Education-Committee  acting  jointly  to  advise  the 
Council  as  to  the  Examinations  to  be  visited  and  as  to  the  time 
and  place  of  each  Visitation. 

(3)  Each  Visitor  shall  receive  from  the  President  a  formal 
Commission  in  writing,  under  the  Seal  of  the  Council. 

(4)  A  Visitor  shall  not  receive  any  remuneration,  but  shall  be 
paid  his  actual  travelling  and  hotel  expenses. 

(5)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Visitors  to  report,  separately  from 
the  Inspectors,  on  each  Examination  visited  by  them,  and  they 
shall  include  in  their  Beport  such  particulars  and  observations 
thereon  as  they  deem  important  for  the  information  of  the 
Council. 

(6)  Visitors  shall  include  in  their  Beports,  in  the  form  of  a 
brief  diary,  a  statement  of  the  days  and  hours  at  which  they 
were  present  during  the  course  of  each  Examination  visited,  and 
of  the  parts  or  divisions  of  the  Examination  in  progress  on  each 
day. 

(7)  The  Beports  of  Visitors  when  prepared  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  Peesident,  who  shall  cause  them  to  be  printed.
